They amufe, they foothe, they de­ 
light him ; they light up a finite iii hit coun­ 
tenance, and aid iii rendering him habitually 
contented and cheerful. 
It is without all controverfy# that, pro­

than falls to the lot of one who has no ;aite 
for reading.
